William 
Overly, representative of Pan-American Amusement Corporation

There are many prizes as in¬ 
ducements for entering. The 
winning queen receives a 
week’s vacation for two at Ap- 
pie Valley Inn, and a gift war¬ 
drobe. Winning ticket pur¬ 
chaser is given a trip to Hono¬ 
lulu. All contestants receive 
valuable merchandise. Each 
group operating a booth is en¬ 
titled to retain a portion of the 
proceeds or donate it to the 
pool fund. Thus groups outside 
of Sierra Madre will be encour¬ 
aged to help swell- the pool 
fund, and still make a profit

At the last meeting of Sierra 
Madre’s Planning Commission 
Dr. George Groth Jr., was grant¬ 
ed a variance to extend con¬ 
struction of a proposed Medical 
Center at 245 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard into an R-l piece of 
the property for a section of 
the building, a parking area, 
and driveways. The majority 
of the property is in a C-l zone. 

Mrs. Blanche Buie appeared 
in the hope of furthering her 
application for a rezoning of 
the old Sierra Madre Hotel 
property, 225 N. Lima, to R-3 
(multiple residential). Having 
appeared several times in the 
last months before the Com¬ 
mission as well as City Council, 
she and her representatives 
have been advised to ask for 
variance to erect an R-2 type 
type dwelling in an R-l zone. 

Mr. and Mrs. Morgan B. 
Hammers of Pasadena were 
granted a lot split in their 
R-l-L zone because their appli¬ 
cation had been submitted be¬ 
fore the R-l-L law was estab¬ 
lished in their area. They now 
plan two lots, 88x135 feet each, 
on the property in tffe northern 
section of the city near the 
joining of Hermosa and Au¬ 
burn. 

The Jewish Community Cen¬ 
ter, represented by Sam Perlof, 
asking variance to add rooms 
for the Sunday School, was 
slated for a hearing April 23.

The Volunteer Firemen of Sierra Madre are prepared to 
accommodate 1200 children at their annual Easter Party at City 
Park Saturday afternoon, after boiling and coloring 150 dozen 
eggs for the great Easter Egg 
Hunt beginning in the park at 
2 o’clock. 

Every child will receive a 
sack of Easter candy and prizes 
will be awarded to those who 
find the special eggs, a dozen 
of which will be painted gold 
and another dozen painted 
silver. 

According to Volunteer Fire¬ 
man Charles Brown, the chil¬ 
dren will assemble on the Her¬ 
mosa side of the park where 
they will be divided into age 
groups. 

The two-to-five-year-olds are 
to gather at the north end, 
while those 6 to 10 years of 
age will meet at the south. The 
party is limited to children who 
are 10 years old or younger. 

North of the Park House the 
younger groups will be divided 
into two classes, with an egg 
hunt for each.

What is the New School Bond 
Issue All About.... ? 


One of the most important 
school issues in the history of 
Sierra Madre will be presented 
for voters’ considerations May 
5, the date set for the $242,000 
school bond election. 

The Sierra Madre City School 
Board of Trustees believes that 
there is not'adequate housing 
for the increased, and still in¬ 
creasing, student population 
within the city. They also be¬ 
lieve that disappointments in 
the recent Pasadena school 
bond election have not helped 
the situation any. 

Because the News believes 
the voters should be educated 
as much as possible before go¬ 
ing to the polls, it offers here¬ 
with the first in a series of 
articles, released by the Board 
of Trustees, to be presented 
between now and voting time 
for the purpose of explaining 
the issue to the taxpayers. 

In the past seven years Sierra 
Madre has steadily outgrown 
its original school plant on 
Highland and Auburn Avenues 
at the rate of OVER ONE 
CLASSROOM PER YEAR. In 
1947 the School Board made a 
survey to forecast enrollment 


increase five and ten years 
ahead. These figures were 
based on material secured 
from: 

Southern Counties Gas Co., 
California Water & Telephone 
Co., Sierra Madre City Water 
Department, Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison Co., and Residential 
Building Permits. 

The five-year study showed 
we could expect at least 808 
students in kindergarten 
through eighth grade. (Actual 
enrollment in 1952 was 851 
students—701 here and 150 in 
Pasadena seventh and eighth 
grades. This was a variance of 
5 per cent over a five-year 
period.) 

In order to meet the imme¬ 
diate 1947 need a bond issue 
for a new site and a small com¬ 
munity school was proposed. 
One of the sites most desirable, 
but then unobtainable, was the 
eleven acres at Highland and 
Canon Avenues. Representa¬ 
tives from the Los Angeles 
County Schools office, the State 
Division of School House Plan¬

Club. Both groups travel many 
thousands of miles annually in 
concert engagements. 

Moody Chorale 

The Chorale, from Moody 
Bible Institute in Chicago, is 
presently on a 6,000-mile tour 
throughout the Southwest and 
Northern Pacific coast. Its 
mixed voices were chosen from 
a student body of almost 1,000. 
Its director is Don Hustad, who 
also is president of the Na¬ 
tional Church Music Fellow¬ 
ship. 

The Wheaton College Wom¬ 
en’s Glee Club, of 37 voices, 
is directed by Mrs. Mignon 
Bollman Mackenzie, and has 
won superlative reviews from 
music critics. It comes from 
America’s best known interde¬ 
nominational Christian college, 
the largest liberal arts college 
in Illinois. 

Dr. Clyde Narramore is chair¬ 
man of the music committee 
for the Bowl service and direc¬ 
tor of the combined choirs who 
gather from scores of South¬ 
land churches. 

Cooperation Lauded 

Southland choir directors 
have manifested splendid co¬ 
operation, Dr. Narramore re¬ 
ported, and many are anxious 
that their churches shall have 
at least a token representation 
in the massed . choir, while 
other choral groups are par¬ 
ticipating as a unit. The popu¬ 
lation migration in Southern 
California is revealed in a 
startling way by the personnel 
of the combined choirs; two- 
thirds of this year’s singers 
were not in California a year 
ago, and many of those who 
sang last year have already 
moved out of this immediate 
area.

"UNREALITY" TITLE 
OF LESSON-SERMON 


How the scientific under¬ 
standing of the Bible destroys 
inharmony is pointed out in the 
Sunday lesson-sermon entitled 
“Unreality’’ in all Christian 
Science churches, including Si¬ 
erra Madre’s First Church. 

The Golden Text is from II 
Samuel (22:29): "Thou art my 
lamp, O Lord: and the Lord 
will lighten my darkness.” 

The Parable of the Sower 
from Matthew’s Gospel (13:28, 
30) is included in the Bible 
selections. Jesus tells of the 
householder who, having sown 
good seed in his field, is told 
of tares among the wheat. He 
says, “An enemy hath done 
this.” “Let both grow together 
until the harvest,” commands 
the householder, “and in the 
time of harvest I will say to 
tile reapers, Gather ye together 
first the tares, and bind them 
in bundles to burn them: but 
gather the wheat into my 
barn." 

Mary Baker Eddy says in 
“Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures”: “The seed 
of Truth and the seed of error, 
of belief and of understanding 
—yea, the seed of Spirit and 
the seed of matter—are the 
wheat and tares which time 
will separate, the one to be 
burned, the other to be gar¬ 
nered into heavenly places”

Yesterday a man came to the 
gate and, since I couldn’t un¬ 
derstand his errand, I called 
Calliope. Together they tried to 
tell me that he had eggs for sale 
at 1,500 Dr. each ($1 for 10). I 
said that I didn’t want any 
eggs. But he wouldn’t go away. 


Painstakingly he wrote on a 
piece of paper, "5 eggs—7.500 
DR.”) I Insisted that I not only 
didn’t want 5 eggs, I didn’t 
want any eggs! He still 
wouldn’t go away, so I shrug¬ 
ged my shoulders and went in¬ 
to the house. I heard Calliope 
say apologetically that Madame 
didn’t understand and I sniffed. 
I understood all right, but I 
wasn’t going to be talked into 
buying 1, 5 or 10 eggs that I 
didn’t want. 

After half an hour of peering 
out my window at the little 
man who wouldn't go away, I 
began to wonder if I did under¬ 
stand. Usually they are very 
polite, the Greek vendors. They 
do not press you when you say 
no definitely. And then sud¬ 
denly, from some blessed source 
came enlightenment. Of course! 
Calliope had bought 5 eggs one 
day last week from a vendor 
and she hadn’t been able to 
pay him because I wasn’t home. 
I fell all over myself in my 
haste to stop him as, hopeless¬ 
ly, he was turning from the 
door. Then such shouts of joy 
and laughter as issued from

Virginia Pittinger, wile of 
Lincoln Pittinger, now on an 
engineering Job in Athens, 
Greece, writes to The News 
about the experiences she is 
sharing with her husband 
and three children during a 
year's absence from their 
home in Sierra Madre. 
Outside our home we have 
the colorful pageantry and 
ceaseless sound effects of a 
main highway to Athens and 
inside we have Calliope! She 
should be beautiful and tall 
and brooding—the muse of epic 
poetry! Fortunately for us she 
is none of these or we would 
be without a maid. 

Our Calliope is very short 
and stocky with black hair 
which she oils freely and keeps 
bound in a scarf most of the 
time. Her brown eyes are soft 
and expressive, but her one 
real beauty is her feet! 

Strange that a woman who 
has worked as she has all her 
life—almost never sitting down 
—should have such dainty, 
well-formed feet. I know they’re 
all that because, before I 
bought her working slippers 
(size 4(4) she worked barefoot! 
And I’m warned that she’ll do 
it again in the summer—slip¬ 
pers or no slippers. She lives 
in a basement room with one 
barred window. There, on four 
hooks, hangs her entire ward¬ 
robe. Under her pillow is her 
big silver crucifix, under the 
bed her cardboard suitcase, and 
on the table her tiny ikon, such 
creams and cosmetics as I have 
given her and her most pres- 
cious possession to date — a 
Montgomery Ward catalog. 
When I wanted to borrow it the 
other day she made me prom¬ 
ise to return it “avrio” (tomor¬ 
row. To explain, she opened to 
the women’s dresses, ran her 
hand carressingly over the pic¬ 
tures and murmured “Oreo-poli 
oreo!” Beautiful—so beautiful! 
Then she looked embarrassed 
and shoved the book at me. 
Poor homely, beauty-starved 
Calliope! She shall have her 
catalog dress one of these days 
— import duty or no import 
duty. 

One of the prime subjects for 
conversation at American For¬ 
eign Colony parties is maids— 
and, according to the self- 
styled experts, there are no 
good, honest girls to be had in 
all of Greece. They rob you 
blind, they cheat and lie, they 
do as little as possible, eat you 
out of house and home and 
leave you for the first person 
who comes along offering more 
drachmaes! The solution—drive 
them hard, crack down on 
them, watch them, and always, 
always suspect them. I nearly 
choke listening to them, but 
until I have Calliope for at least 
six months without mishap I

HIS THOUGHT FOR SOMEBODY ELSE turned into an invention that is attracting nationwide atten¬ 
tion, so now Inventor Eddie Cook, 129 W. Grandview, has already been applauded on television for 
what he calls "The Armstrong Reader." Named after his friend in the iron lung, Douglas Armstrong 
of Los Angeles, the electrically operated device shown over Armstrong's head allows him to read from 
pages that unroll before his eyes wifh the slightest movement of his neck or twitch of a cheek 
muscle. It will bring relief from tedious hours to thousands of iron lung dwellers. 

Invention to Help a Friend 
Brings Inventor Big Ovation 

Eddie Cook is a Sierra Mad- 
rean who, having invented a 
machine to help somebody else, 
recently found himself ap¬ 
plauded on television as he 
demonstrated the invention 
that shows every indication of 
bringing him fame and for¬ 
tune. 

Cook, who lives with his wife 
and three children at 129 W. 

Grandview, is a special labora¬ 
tory mechanic for General Pe¬ 
troleum Corporation in Vernon, 
and the story of his invention 
begins with the comradeship 
he shared with four friends 
also employed by General Pe¬ 
troleum, on fishing trips in the 
vicinity of Chantry Flats for 
the last seven years. 

Seven years, that is, for all 
of them except Douglas Arm¬ 
strong of Los Angeles, who 
couldn’t make it last summer 
—because he was paralyzed by 
polio. 

Armstrong, two of his four 
children, and his wife, had 
been stricken, along with sev¬ 
eral others in the immediate 
neighborhood. All the others 
have recovered, but Armstrong 
is still in an iron lung at Ran¬ 
chos Los Amigos, near Downey, 
where he. is able to move only 
by rolling his head from side 
to side. 

During one of their Sunday 
visits, February 15, the four 
other fishermen — Cook, Victor 
Thompson, a glass blower, Ted 
Baker, and Paul Faust, both 
chemical engineers — asked 
Armstrong how things were go¬ 
ing. 

“Everything’s just fine,” he 
said, "but I sure do hate to 
think of all the time I’m wast¬ 
ing. If only I could read, it 
would make all the difference 
in the world.” 

Having spent seven months 
without being able to move ex¬ 
cept for the slight roiling of his 
head, Armstrong felt he was 
doomed to a long, wasteful 
period if he couldn’t at least 
improve his mind. All his life 
he had wanted to complete his 
study toward a doctor’s degree 
in bacteriology. 

Book reading, however, re¬ 
quired the turning of pages, 
and the only machine he knew 
of for a man in an iron lung 
was, at the price of almost 
$700, beyond his reach finan¬ 
cially. Nor could he afford a 
private nurse to stand by, 
merely for the turning of each 
page. 

“You guys dream up some 
thing, if you can,” Armstrong 
said, before his friends left. 

After talking it over with 
his friends during the drive 
homeward, Cook said that as 
he reached his own house the 
idea for an invention to an¬ 
swer Armstrong’s needs be¬ 
came suddenly blueprinted in 
his mind “as if it were a gift 
from God.” 

During his evening and 
week-end hours, he developed 
a unit that can roughly be de¬ 
scribed as containing two 
piano rolls suspended over the 
head of a reclining figure, op¬ 
erated electrically by a slight 
pressure either in the patient's 
pillow or his hand. After dis¬ 
mantling two copies of one 
particular publication, the 
pages can be pasted in proper 
sequence facing the patient to 
make a complete book. 

When tested at Ranchos Los 
Amigos two weeks ago, other 
paralyzed patients were able to 
operate the “roller reader” 
merely by flexing the muscles 
in their necks. Cook says. 

Having tested it over Arm¬ 
strong’s iron lung. Cook tells 
of safety measures he has per¬ 
fected that prevented its ap¬ 
proximate weight of 45 pounds
